Mr.  G.  W.  Hoare  and  Mr.  R.  Vaughan  Jones  also  held  a number  of  additional  clinics. 

From  July,  1953,  onwards  Mr.  D.  B.  Sutton  held  two  clinic  sessions  per  month. 

The  above  Specialists  held  their  clinics  at  the  Central  Clinic,  Stanley  Road,  Newport,  with  the 
exception  of  Mr.  D.  N.  Rocyn  Jones,  who  visited  various  County  Clinics  as  the  demand  arose. 

Children  requiring  plastic  surgery  for  defects  such  as  hare-lip,  cleft-palate,  severe  scarring,  etc., 
were  referred  to  Mr.  Emlyn  Lewis,  F.R.C.S.,  who  held  out-patients  clinics  at  St.  Lawrence  Plastic  Surgery 
Hospital,  Chepstow,  and  also  at  the  Royal  Gwent  Hospital,  Newport.  The  operations  were  carried  out  at 
the  St.  Lawrence  Hospital.

Mobile  School  Clinic. 

A modern  travelling  School  Clinic  was  used  entirely  for  Dental  Treatment  in 
country  areas. 

A similar  vehicle,  equipped  for  refractions,  was  used  in  similar  areas  for  treatment 
of  defective  vision. 

*The  Crumlin  Clinic  was  closed  in  December,  1952,  owing  to  the  condition  of  the  building. 
Arrangements  were  made  for  the  transfer  of  the  treatment  facilities  to  adjacent  clinics.  A 
modern  pre-frabricated  School  Clinic  building  at  Newbridge  was,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  in 
an  advanced  state  of  construction,  and  its  opening  was  to  be  expected  in  early  1954. 
Except  in  the  cases  of  the  School  Clinics  at  Ebbw  Vale,  Church  Street,  Tredegar,  Abercarn  and 
the  Mobile  Dental  Clinic,  ail  the  premises  were  also  used  for  the  work  of  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

All  school  children  attended  the  Clinics  by  appointment.  In  the  case  of  certain  emergency  dental 
treatment,  however,  every  effort  was  made  for  the  treatment  to  be  given  with  as  little  delay  as  possible. 


Speech  Therapy. 

The  services  of  Miss  Susan  M.  Green  were  available  as  Speech  Therapist  until  May  1 2th,  1953, 
when  she  resigned,  and  after  this  date  it  was  not  possible  to  obtain  a replacement  until  September  1st, 
1953,  when  Miss  Mary  Knight  joined  our  Staff,  full-time.  On  October  12th,  1953,  a part-time  Speech 
Therapist,  Miss  M.  Watkins,  also  commenced  duties.  Miss  Watkins  worked  part-time  at  St.  Lawrence 
Hospital,  Chepstow,  as  an  officer  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  and  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Senior  Speech  Therapist  at  that  Hospital,  acted  in  close  co-operation  with  the  Plastic  Surgeon  in  treat- 
ment of  post-operative  cases  of  cleft  palate  and  hare-lip,  etc.  Speech  Therapy  Clinics  were  then 
operated  at : —

The  sessions  were  arranged  so  that  the  children  could  attend  at  least  weekly,  and  in  the  majority 
of  cases  every  three  or  four  days.  Approximately  half-an-hour  s treatment  was  given  on  each  attendance 
and  a course  of  treatment  was,  on  an  average,  of  five  month  s duration. 

206  children  were  treated  during  the  year,  and  65  were  discharged  from  the  Clinic,  30  as  not  in 
need  of  further  treatment,  and  35  for  non-attendance,  unsuitability,  leaving  school  or  treatment  bemg

Orthoptic  Treatment 

The  Orthoptic  Clinic  at  Stanley  Road,  Newport,  continued  during  the  year.  From  January  1st, 
1953,  to  February  28th,  1953,  in  addition  to  the  one-day  per  week  attendance  of  Miss  H.  M.  Davies,  our 
part-time  Orthoptist,  we  had  the  full-time  services  of  Miss  S.  A.  Owen  Miss  Owen  spent  her  whole 
time  at  the  Newport  School  Clinic,  under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Davies.  The  Orthoptic  Clinic  was 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeons,  and  treated  cases  of  squint  by  means  of  exer- 
cises, etc.  Measurement  of  angle  of  squint  was  carried  out  as  required  by  the  eye  specialists,  and  also 
cases  treated  by  occlusion,  etc. 
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During  .he  year  there  were  221  new  cases  treated  at  the  Orthoptic  Clinic,  involving  1 774  attend 
ances.  23  cases  were  discharged,  10  of  which  were  cured,  10  cosmetically  cured,  I having  no  squint 
and  1 as  being  unsuitable  for  treatment.  307  of  the  attendances  were  for  treatment  by  occlusion,  and  8?5 
were  for  purposes  of  observation.  477  appointments  were  not  kept  during  the  year. 

Operative  Treatment  for  Squint. 

bv  , JoTTl  th^  examinati0n*  aVthe  Cllnic’  5Uitable  ca9es  for  operations  were  referred 

by  the  Opnthalmic  Surgeons  to  the  County  Hospital.  Griffithstown.  133  cases  were  operated  upon  fo- 
squmt  during  the  year.  p 

Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Ailments. 

There  continues  to  be  a large  demand  for  Ear.  Nose  and  Throat  treatment  of  school  children 
and,  as  in  previous  years,  a special  dime  was  held  once  or  twice  weekly  at  the  Central  Newport  Clinic 
Here  cases  were  primarily  examined  by  a Medical  Officer  who  has  had  considerable  experience 
in  the  work  and  cases  suitably  dealt  with  either  with  treatment  on  the  spot,  by  reference  direct  to  a 
Hospital  or  by  reference  to  a visiting  specialist  at  the  School  Clinic. 

Many  cases  of  children  requiring  operative  treatment  for  tonsils  and/or  adenoids  were  notified 
direct  to  this  Department  by  private  practitioners,  and  were  referred  direct  to  the  County  Hospital 

Griffithstown,  or  The  Aberbargoed  and  District  Hospital,  where  they  were  re-examined  by  the  visiting  Ear. 
INose  and  1 hroat  Surgeon. 

t i ^.the  yeai  1953’  92  operating  sessions  were  held  at  the  County  Hospital,  Griffithstown,  by  Mr. 
J.  L.  D.  Williams  F.R.C.S.,  for  removal  of  tonsils  and/or  adenoids.  793  cases  were  operated  upon, 
including  cases  where  proof-puncture  of  antrum  was  also  carried  out.  347  names  were  removed  from 
the  waiting  list  following  a preliminary  examination  by  the  surgeon,  or  for  other  reasons.  There  were 

also  88  preliminary  consultation  sessions,  at  which  1,296  children  were  examined,  and  100  children 
re-examined. 

The  number  of  names  added  to  the  waiting  list  at  the  County  Hospital  during  the  year  was  1 ,208 
as  compared  with  986  in  1952,  and  the  number  on  the  list  on  31st  December,  1953,  was  242,  compared 
with  374  in  1952. 

At  the  Aberbargoed  and  District  Hospital  381  operations  were  carried  out  by  Mr.  Peter  Thorpe. 
F.R.C.S.,  for  removal  of  tonsils  and/or  adenoids.  A further  85  were  given  a preliminary  examination,  and 
found  not  to  require  operation.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  43  children  awaiting  examination. 

A further  o2-t  operations  were  carried  out  in  the  area  of  the  Divisional  Executive. 


General  Surgical  Treatment. 

Mr.  J.  T.  Rice  Edwards  carried  out  a monthly  clinic  for  cases  where  a general  surgeon’s  opinion 
was  required.  When  operative  measures  were  advised,  the  treatment  was  arranged  by  the  Medical 
Superintendent  of  the  County  Hospital,  Griffithstown,  at  which  hospital  the  operations  were  carried  out. 
Follow-up  of  post-operation  cases  was  also  arranged  at  the  clinic.  69  new  cases  were  examined  and 
there  wras  a total  attendance  of  130. 


Paediatric  Clinic. 

The  Clinic  was  under  the  care  of  Dr.  T.  A.  Brand,  and  cases  of  obscure  children  s ailments  were 
referred  to  him.  Children  who  were  likely  to  be  grouped  under  the  heading  of  Delicate  Pupils  were 
examined  by  him,  and  where  recommendation  was  made  for  admission  to  a Special  School,  arrangements 
were  made  to  that  end.  55  new  cases  were  examined  and  there  were  137  attendances.

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HANDICAPPED  PUPILS. 

The  sub-joined  table  gives  details  of  the  Handicapped  Pupils  on  the  register. 

Suitable  education  of  all  the  children  in  the  various  categories  of  Handicapped  Pupils  is  indeed  a 
difficult  problem,  each  requiring,  as  it  does,  specialised  treatment.  In  a County  Area  there i seems  to  be 
no  other  method  than  the  residential  school  system.  Not  having  all  such  types  of  school  in  °“«.  bounty, 
resort  has.  in  some  cases,  to  be  made  to  the  use  of  schools  under  the  control  of  other  Au*°r 
have,  however,  a residential  school  at  Hilston  Park,  Monmouth,  which  caters  for  educationally  ub  norma 
boys,  of  I I to  16  years  of  age,  and  one  at  The  Mount,  Chepstow,  takmg  maladjusted  boys  of  7 to  1 1 years 

of  age. 

In  September  1953,  a Special  Residential  School  for  Delicate  Children  was  opened  at  Mounton 

House  fVUlmTyridt,  Chepstow.  This  was  a splendid  house  situated  in  beautiful  surroundings  and 

accommodated  39  boys  and  31  girls  between  the  ages  of  5 and  16  years.  Places  for  I I boy. ^and  7 g. 
were  reserved  for  the  use  of  children  from  the  County  Borough  of  Newport  Education  Committee. 

Blind  and  Partially  Blind  pupils  are  admitted  to  special  schools  by  arrangement  with  the lAuthor- 
ities  who  have  such  institutions  and  have  accommodation  for  cases  in  addition  to  their  own.  This  also 
applies  to  Deaf  pupils. 

In  cases  of  multiple  defects,  where  there  is  mental  retardation,  particular  difficulty  is  experienced 
in  their  placement^as  norma,  intelligence  is  usually  required  to  enable  the  pupil  to  benefit  from  the  special 
methods  of  education.

Three  children  were  admitted  to  Convalescent  Homes  during  the  year  for  a period  of  four  or  ~~ 
weeks.  These  were  cases  where  school  children  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  debility  as  a result  of 
illness,  etc.,  and  to  require  a period  of  special  convalescence. 


CHILD  HEALTH  SURVEY. 

This  was  referred  to  in  my  last  year’s  report  and  my  Department  continued  to  co-operate  in  the 
survey.  School  nurses  paid  visits  to  the  selected  homes  and  completed  the  required  forms  concerning 
school  absence  and  holiday  sickness  records. 


PREVENTION  OF  TUBERCULOSIS. 

In  the  Summer  term  of  1953  an  experimental  survey  of  skin  tuberculin  testing  was  commenced  in 
Infants’  Schools.  Consent  forms  were  sent  for  4,619  infants  distributed  amongst  1 94  schools  3.544  com- 
pleted consent  forms  were  received,  constituting  a consent  rate  of  77%.  However,  owing  to  portages 
was  no,  possible  to  carry  out  tests  in  all  the  schools,  and  visits  were  made  to  63  on  y TTie  number 
of  tests  carried  out  was  1,245.  of  which  134  gave  positive  results  (I  , /o  of  total  number  of  tests).

1 am  grateful  to  my  clerical  staff  for  their  consistent  support  and  for  their  efficient,  tactful  and 
cheerful  fulfilment  of  their  duties.
